Eddie Collins to Chicago White Sox 
for a record price of |50,000. Jack 
Lapp and Eddie Murphy, outfielders, 
went along in the same deal for 56,000 
Frank Baker retired to his \ farm in 
1915 but was reinstated arid- sold to 


quently selling Collins. Baker, Barry 
and other stars. 
.Many years later, Mack told me he 
did this, not because the team had 
become so monotonously good as to 
lose its drawing power; not because 
of any suspicion of crookedness or 
gambling, such as was gossiped about, 
but solely because of the fresh up- 
heaval in Organized baseball caused 
by the launching of the outlaw Fed- 
eral league, and in order to help "save 
the game." 


When the 
famous "Block Sox" 


scandal of 1919 revived rumors about 
the 1914 series, Mack declared him- 
self plainly: 


"I almost wish that team never had 


been broken up. Every'time a graml- 
ing'scandal, league of nations or poor 
wheat crop is mentioned, sure enough 
they asked me whether that was not 
the reason I broke up the 1914 team. 


"Gambling had nothing to do with 


it. Surely the fact that Eddis uol- 
lins and Eddis Murphy acted the way 
they did through the White Sox expoi- 
shows what kind of men I had on my 
club. 


"If it hadn't been for the Federal 


league, fiat team of mine would 
have been winning pennants for years 
after it did, barring the deterioriza- 
tion of age and love for life on the 
farm. 


"Look back at the facts in 1914 and 


you will find the explanation of our 
decline easily enough. The team that 
year clinched the pennant in early 
summer. Then . later the boys began 
to hear and think about the heaps of 
money other stars were getting to 
jump to the 
new Federal league, 


backed by wealthy men all over the 
country. They thought they were en- 
titled to it. The result was our morale 
soon went to smash. 


"The Red Sox came along to worry

The committee is studying 
advisibilRy of disposing of this dif- 
ficulty with one gesture by purchas- 
ing a number of all the required flags 
and reselling them to merchants along 
the Avenue de I'Opera and the Grands 
Boulevards. 


Another and even more obvious crit- 


icism concerns lack of coordination 
and preparation, which it is felt can 
be remedied easily enough by an 
early start. As a matter of fact the 
whole idea of a "Semaine Ameri- 
caine" popped into the heads of some 
of the leaders of the Comite France- 
Amerigue just a few weeks before 


it was tried, so that the results were 
far from discouraging under the cir- 
cumstances.

to feed out pork for home use this 
fall can use a self feeder, but the 
grain ration can 
be supplemented 


with a protein feed like a 50-50 mix- 
ture of cotton seed meal and tankage, 
and in this way realize far cheaper 
gain than where the grain ration is 
fed alone. Complete information about 
this mixture may be secured by see- 
in? or writing the county agent. 


The fact that the price of wheat is 


as cheap as it is in comparison to 
the price of corn makes this feed ex- 
tremely desirable for hogs at this time. 
Since wheat is being delivered in 
Hope at one dollar per bushel it 
should be fed in preference to corn.
